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Attached is "a Study Memorandum containing IG 
commendations on constructing a new relationship 
h Pakistan. The IG strongly believes that such a 
relationship would serve critical OS interests in 
countering Soviet expansion from Afghanistan and in 
constructing. a viable security framework in Southwest 
Asia. • 

The IG has reached a consensus, on key elements 
of the policy and recommends that the SIG address the 
following issues: ... v 

1. Resource package ; The IG has developed for 

SIG consideration a' minimum five year security assistance 
program, taking into account' our own .budget constraints, 
political acceptability in Pakistan and economic considera- 
tions including Pakistan's debt servicing problem. This 
should be viewed as a new program which will require an 
add-on to the currently projected security assistance 
budget. (Some IG members support higher initial resource 
outlays, but I believe this is unrealistic.) 

2. * Presidential determination ; The SIG should 
consider recommending a Presidential determination which 
would allow us to discuss with the Pakistanis our plans 
for a multi-year assistance program. •- * 

3. * Security relationship ;" The IG recommends a broad 
approach aesigned over time to build a security relationship 
which will give Pakistan confidence in our commitment to its 
security and provide us reciprocal benefits in terms of our 
regional intei es-;:s. More specif ioc*lly c che IG has proposed 
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alternative'.^ays : to) strengthen jour*; security assurances to 

the Pakistanis/ * shbrfc of 'f brnial- -new bonwiitments. The SJG

5 . ' Scenario ;• * The IG proposes a very tight scenario of 
interrelated . actions over the next five weeks. This should ■ 
be considered by. the SIG with a view to recommending an early 
NSC meeting. . There is an acute need for early decisions on 
our Pakistan strategy and the resource package in particular- 
Congressional consideration of the 1982 budget amendment requires 
informal consultations on the Pakistan program during the m week 
of March 16. Slippage will reduce the prospects of favor aole 
action. Before we notify the Congress, we must discuss the 
package with the Pakistanis to gain their acquiescence.
